The Southern division is treeloas, rolling prairie, extending 
two hundred miles north of the international boundary line to 
about the Red Deer River, Altitude 3,000 to 4,000 fect. 

The Central division, which will be more fully described in 
these pages, occupies the great rich valley of the North Saskatche 
wan, It is a park-like country with numerous amall lakes and 
streams, It has a greater average rainfall and heavier natura! 
vegetation than the Southern division. Altitude 1,500 to 2,200 feet 

*The Northern division is the region of great rivers, lakes and 
forests, broken by great tracts of open prairie like the Grande

The City of Edmonton, which is the commercial and industrial 
metropolis of this vast territory, lies in latitude 5314 degrees north,

Atberta is a natural cattle country. 
Before the coming of the white man 
it was the home of the buffalo, the 
deer and the antelope. These av.imaie 
roamed the plains in vast numbers 
attracted by the nutritious grasses 
of the prairies ang woodlands Noth- 
ing strikes the stranger visiting Cen- 
trai Alberta more than the wonder- 
ful Wariety and luxuriance of the 
native grasses, wild pea: vetches. 
Invariably his first and lasting im- 
pression ig what a wonderful cattle 
country Alberta must be. Nowhere 
on the contment can better cattle 
be rained or at jess cost. 

The rich summer pasture, absence 
of extreme ‘eat and comparative 
freedom from flies and other pesta, 
in conjunction with favorable win- 
ter climatic conditions and @ plet:ti- 
ful supply of cheap feed, combine 
to make Central Alberta an ideal 
cattle country. The winters are 
shorter than in the other ‘Western 
Provinces, or such States as the Da- 
kotas or Minnesota; and owing to 
the character stic absence of himid- 
ity and freedom ¢rom storms, cattle 
may live in the open the whoije win- 
ter. Cattle wintezing in the open are 
remarkably free from disease of any 
kind, and pulmonary troubles, which 
cause devastation mmongst stock in- 
habiting more humid regions, are 
unknown, Growing cattla and cows 
not milkimg, are usually allowed to 
run out during the winter about the 
stacks of 
They find all the shelter necessary in 
the clumps of timber about the farm 
or in open sheds, In this way aattle 
an be wintered at very low cost. 

Though the cattle busiress in Cen- 
tral Alberta is mostly a farm propo- 
sition, there are opportunities in 
many parts of the vast district to 
range Cattle in considerable herds on 
vacant lands and on the timber and 
game reserves during the summer. 
For wintering these cattle supplies of 
wild thay may be procured in the 
district where they graze, or they 
may be wintered by farmers who 
welcome such opportunitie, to use 
their surplus hay end straw to good 
advantage. 

The live stock industry is gener- 
ously supported by the Federa] and 
the Provincia] Governments. Both 
Govermments recognize that success- 
ful agriculture is founded on live 
stock. Giants are made to Live Stock 
Fairs by both Governments. Instruc- 
tion in animal husbandry is given by 
the several Agricultural High 
Schools and by the College of Agri- 
cult -e at Edmonton, This work is 
suppbi« mented by ehort course 
schools i, the winter time and by 
demonstration trains which visit 
annually the principal towns In the 
provit.ce, 

Stock vards have been ostablished 
at Edmonton. The conduct of these 
yards is reguiated by the Dominion 
Government With respect to equip- 
ment, officers, scales, feed, water 
and other facilities for handling lve 
stock. Close supervision is kept over 
the handling of stock and over the 
correctness of returns for stock 
by commission agents and 
others. 

Bona Sde farmers are encouraged 
by the Dominion Government and 
the Railway Compamies to build up 
their herds and flocks by the “free 
freight po.icy.”’ ‘By this policy far- 
mets are given free traneportation 
from the stock yards for female 
breed ng stock, provided the stock is 
not purchased for speculative pur- 
poses. By this means thousands of 
catte and sheep have been turned 
back upon the 
years. And the succeas of the policy 
ls evident in the improved quality 
of live atock on Alberta farms. 

. HORSES 

Horses natural.y belong to the 
plains of the West, and partiowarly 
to the well-drained soi] and rolling 
plaims of Abberta. They were the 
oniy domesticated animals except 
dogs, used by the Indians when the 
early travelers and explorers en- 
tered the country. A very large per- 
centage of the horses in Alberta at 
the present time contain a strain of 
the wild vroncho or cayuse, It is un- 
‘oubtedly this strain that accounts 
for the oud Gigestion, «ood lung 
power, good feet, sure-footedness, 
“ean bone, @@n s@mses and general 
hardincesa of 4\bertea horses. Grading 
ths foundation stock with imported 
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, breeds has increased the size snd 
improved the conformation of the 
Lroncho. Many thousands of fine 
horses have been brought in by the 
settlem from Lastern Canada and 
from the United States, Many pure 
blood Ciydesdales, 
Shires, Belgians and Hackncys are 
imported regularly by the best 
breedess. The result is that Alberta 
horses have earmed reputations far 
beyond the coofines of the province, 
one of the latest successes being the

Climatic Conditions and Abund- 
ance of Feed Are Factors 
to be Counted Upon 


There is no branch of the live 
stock industry In Alberta that offers 
better or surer returns from a mod- 
erate investment than a small sum 
put into a flock of sheep. Farmers 
who have had experience in other 
countries tn raising sheep and who 
have tried it here, maintain that con- 
ditions in Alberta are’ exceedingly 
favorable to the industry . Foot dis- 
ease and skin epidemics are almost 
unknown in Alberta. The natural 
herbage is abundant and cultivated 
crops for sheep are easily and cheap- 
ly grown. Bheep have tncreased in 
ten years (1911-1921) from 182,000 
to 623,000. Although about two- 
thirds of the sheep of the province 
are in Southern Alberta at the pres- 
ent time, where they are run in 
large flocks in the open areas be- 
tween the enclosed lands, the num- 
bers on the farms of Central Alberta 
are steadily increasing. The mixed 
farmer of this district has at last 


realized what an asset a few sheep 
are in keeping land clean, and 
adding & substantia! amount each 
year at the farm revenue. 

The foundation etock was the 
Merino, but a steady improvement 
is betng made in producing good 


mutton types by importing Pnelish 
rams. The sheep of the mixed farm- 
ing districts are chiefly the medium 
wolled breeds such as Shropshires, 
Oxfords, Hampshires, Dorsets and 
BSouthdowns,
